We  do  not  quite  understand  your  letter  of  the  37th  in  regard 
to  the  cents  at  $30  and  we  therefore  send  you  the  1794,  1795,  1798,  and 
both  1839' s  on  approval  so  that  you  may  select  whichever  you  desire  to  have. 

You  were  fortunate  to  buy  the  1853  $50  if  it  is  a  fine  one 
for  $105.  The  value  of  the  V/ass  Molitor  &  Co.  depends  largely  on  its 
preservation.  You  rate  it  as  "good"  but  do  not  state  whether  it  is  much 

nicked  or  not.  It  is  therefore  somewhat  difficult  to  form  a  definite 
idea  of  its  value.  However,  if  i t~is  not  badly  defaced  it  is  worth  $100 
and  if  very  good  to  fine,  $135  to  $150;  very  fine,  $300.  to  $350.  We 
have  a  very  fine  one  in  stock  for  $850,  which,  judging  from  the  state  of 
preservation  you  mention  of  the  one  you  have,  would  be  better  value  for 
you  to  purchase.
